Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand two hundred 
fifty dollars ($2,250.00) for the repair of town high- 
ways for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand two hundred 
fifty dollars ($2,250.00) for the maintenance of its 
winter roads. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept 
Town Road Aid, and raise and appropriate the sum 
of five hundred eighty-two dollars and twenty-five 
cents ($582.25) for the same. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars 
($2,000.00) for the general expense of the highway 
department. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars 
($150.00) for the compensation of the tax collector. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate one hundred dollars ($100.00) for the 
Blister Rust Control.

$1,565.74 during 1960.

As indicated by the budget summary Exhibit 
A-4 a net unexpended balance of appropriations of $527.82, 
less a revenue deficit of $322.18, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $207.64.

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1960, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is included in 
Exhibit B-1.

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AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled 
checks were compared with supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts 
were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of 
receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances made 
from statements obtained from depository banks. Verifi- 
cation of uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices 
to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s 
records. The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes as indicated in this report are therefore subject to 
any changes which may be necessitated by the return of 
verification notices. 


Current Surplus: 


Inasmuch as there were no outstanding notes or bonds 
on December 31, 1960, the surplus of $1,565.74, as here- 
tofore referred to, represented the current surplus of the 
Town on that date. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published 
in the next annual report of the Town.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Lyman School 
District : 

I herewith submit my eighteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in your school last year was 29. 
The average membership was 28.3 and the percent of 
attendance was 94.05. 


There were 11 elementary and 6 high school pupils 
attending in Lisbon, and for a short time one pupil attended 
St. Johnsbury Academy. 


Under the Foster Child Law Lyman paid tuition for 
one high school pupil who attended Orford High School 
and received tuition for two elementary pupils from 
Lebanon School District. One of these pupils attended 
school in Lisbon and the tuition received was a reimburse- 
ment of tuition paid to Lisbon Special Sehool District. 


The present enrollment is as follows: 28 pupils in 
Grades 1-5, 11 pupils in Grades 6 through 8 at Lisbon and 
7 pupils in the high school. 


This year Lyman will receive tuition for two foster 
children and pay tuition for one child enrolled at Orford 
High School. 


In June, there will be no Lyman pupils to be graduated 
from Lisbon High School. Rachel Santy will graduate at 
Orford. Next year there are three to graduate at Lisbon. 

The greater portion of your school budget is for 
tuition. Tuition rates at Lisbon are moderate and below 
the State average cost of instruction. These tuition rates 
are set so that all districts share equally in school costs. 

At our last meeting the School Board discussed putting 
the transportation out to bids. The matter will be presented 
at the annual school meeting. We welcome your suggestions. 

In the budget we are recommending a salary increase 
of $200 for Mrs. Birch. In view of her fine work, her low 
‘basic salary, and the fact there was no increase last year, 
this should be accepted. The average salary for rural 
teachers is several hundred dollars more than the salary 
proposed. 
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As local education taxes increase, State and Federal 
Government steps in. Lyman now receives $1,870.16 State 
Aid. Next year this amount should increase. There are 
possibilities for transportation aid and Federal Aid. At 
the present time the Federal Government is considering 
$50.00 per pupil. There is a bill in the Legislature for 25% 
transportation aid. 


Your School Board is in close touch with school affairs. 
They will appreciate your suggestions and will be most 
willing to help you should the need arise. 


I wish to thank Mrs. Birch and all who help in this 
important work of education.

Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that school district annual reports 
show the total amount paid to the superintendent. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the union on the basis 
of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of 
average daily membership in the schools for the previous 
school year ending June 30. The Superintendent of 
Supervisory Union #384, during 1959-1960, received a 
salary of $7,800.00 which was made up as follows: $4,250.00 
paid by the State Department of Education from the per 
capita tax and $3,550.00 prorated among the several school 
districts.
